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MEN WILL REBEL 
For some reason ev en noted poets hav e 
been unable to unrav el, spring continues to 
be the silly season of the y ear. This y ear is 
no ex ception, as prov ed by the announce­ 
ment from New York that men’s suits are 
to be giv en the stretch treatment this fall.

Fashion designers for y ears hav e been 
thwarted by the conserv ativ e clothing 
tastes of the American male.

But now, surreptitiously and without 
prior announcement, the male clothing in­ 
dustry is fev erishly working on rev olution­ 
ary new materials for men’s suits. Perhaps 
because the garment designers detect a 
sign of weakness in male acceptance of the 
currently popular trousers with the slim 
silhouette — or possibly to get ev en with 
men for their general conformity to cloth­ 
ing free of feminine adornment — the in­ 
dustry is about to attack with a snap and a 
pop. 
To prov e that the season of the y ear must 
hav e been a heav y contributor to the con­ 
ception of male stretch suits, there has ev en 
been a suggestion that one fashion phase 
include leotard pants, or something re­ 
sembling the skin-tight britches common 
in the court of King Henry VIII. 
To which the American male will throw 
down his gauntlet, snarl an “ oh, y eah! ” and 
snap his galluses.

PEKING (AP) — To go to China, y ou stop in Mos­ 
cow on the way and again on the way back. It’s a 
good chance to look at the Red giants, old and new. 
Ev ery major city in China has its Sino-Sov iet Hall 
of Friendship. The halls remain, but where is the 
friendship? Iv an, carv ed in stone, stands shoulder to 
shoulder with Chang outside, but flesh-and-blood 
Iv an, if he is in China at all, is not readily to be 
seen. 
The Chinese look on Sov iet Russia as a lov ed and 
respected teacher who has gone astray . They ’re sad 
about it but they ’re not going to budge an inch in 
their v iews. The Chinese simply know that they hav e 
the right answer. It is the Russians who erred. 
The difference in atmosphere between Moscow 
and Peking is sensed immediately . China is still in 
the first stages of its rev olution. Ev ery one must 
hav e enough to eat and enough to wear, but there is 
little room for lux ury . 
Russia has transformed its drab scene with con­ 
sumer goods in recent y ears. The contrast in China 
is striking. There are plenty of things in the Chinese 
shop windows but the monotony is oppressiv e. 
In contrast to this austerity , the scene in Moscow 
looks more and more like the lux urious West. Is it 
the slackening of pure Communist standards, or 
merely a sign of the national character? 
There’s another striking difference. Chinese “ face” 
seems more important 
than Russian 
“ face.” A 
Chinese waiter or porter will not accept a tip any 
more than a child a piece of candy . He is unwilling 
to consent to any thing that puts him in an inferior 
position. 
The disinclination to accept fav ors from foreigners 
is accounted for to some ex tent by the sheer un­ 
familiarity with foreigners. The trav eler in China is 
soon aware that he is a rarity . Once he goes more 
than ten y ards from his hotel he is unlikely to see a 
Western face. He is stared at in frank curiosity . If 
he stops to buy something he is immediately wedged 
against the counter by a curious crowd. They stare 
and often they laugh. The chances are they ’re not 
being rude by their lights. Laughter itself can mean 
embarrassment. If y ou greet them with the univ ersal 
“ Ni Hao” (hello) they ni-hao back with enthusiasm 
and laugh ev en louder. On festiv e occasions, they 
are likely to fall back into orderly lines and applaud. 
The trav eler claps back, Russian sty le. 
The crowds, though curious, are neither suspicious 
nor hostile. These are our Western friends, they 
seem to say ; if they were not our friends they would 
not come to see us.

The Rush­ 
v ille count shows 5 7 7 white males, 5 98 white females, 
31 colored males and 23 colored females. The Carth­ 
age enumeration includes 91 white males, 8 8 white 
females, 27 colored males and 15 colored females.

Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is 
a new creature: (II Cor. 5 :17 ). 


Christ alone can change the human heart. This is 
why theologians call the initial ex perience of sal­ 
v ation “ conv ersion” , “ being born again” , “ getting 
sav ed” , “ a spiritual transformation” . 
Nicodemus was told by the Sav iour that “ y e must 
be born again” (J ohn 3:7 ). Not a phy sical re-birth, 
of course, but a spiritual birth. Nicodemus, a ruler 
of the .Tews, did not renounce his education nor did 
he abandon his authority as a ruler, in order to 
receiv e spiritual life in Christ, but these things in 
themselv es were unable to satisfy his needy heart. 
It required Christ to completely satisfy his hunger. 
It was in Christ J esus that the darkened life of 
Mary Magdalene was deliv ered from a life of shame 
unto a life of v irtue and usefulness and happiness. 
Zacchaeus was a crooked politician, but when he 
saw J esus and heard Him speak, he desired to know 
Him better and thus he inv ited him home with him. 
Before Christ left the politician’s home, Zacchaeus 
had made a confession and his heart was trans­ 
formed, ev en to the ex tent that he was willing to 
break with his sins and straighten up his past.

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP)—Loy­ 
al troops today crushed a former 
army colonel’s second attempt in 
15 months to overthrow Turkey’s 
government.

proclamation of martial law in 
three cities—Ankara, Istanbul and 
Izmir. 
The revolt, headed by ex-Col. 
Talat Aydemir, lasted less than 
12 hours. Among forces backing 
him were cadets of the war col­ 
lege, Turkey’s West Point. 
Radio Ankara announced Ayde­ 
mir and 10 other top insurgents 
were arrested.
